Apostle  Hunter 
Gives  Speech 

“Lack  of  gratitude  is  one  of 
the  greatest  sins  among  us  to- 
day,’’ said  Elder  Milton  R.  Hunt- 
er in  his  speech  at  Tuesday’s 
devotional  assembly  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse. 

“WE,  -GOD’S  children,  are 
debtors  to  Him  for  all  we  poss- 
ess,’’ Elder  Hunter  told  his  audi- 
ence, and  suggested  especially  at 
this  time  of  year,  hearts  are  turn- 
ed more  toward  God  the  Father 
and  the  Son  than  at  any  other 
time  of  year. 

The  church  leader  ask  the  ques- 
tion ‘how  often  do  each  of  us 
take  time  to  meditate  upon  the 
many  blessings  we  have  and 
give  thanks  to  Him  that  has 
given  them  to  us?’ 

“THE  CHOICE  rests  with  each 
of  us  what  we  shall  attain  and 
how  we  shall  attain  it.  We  should 
set  goals  and  standards  high,  and 
then  pursue  them  with  all  our 
hearts,’’  he  said. 

Elder  Hunter  admonished  his 
listeners  to  ‘keep  first  things 
first’,  and  stated  that  worldly 
goods  ‘are  of  minor  importance’. 

“WHAT  IS  the  greatest  and 
most  important  thing  in  life  to 
seek?”  Elder  Hunter  ask,  and  an- 
swered his  own  question  by  stat- 
ing eternal  life  is  the  greatest 
gift  of  all  the  gifts  of  God. 

He  said  “the  person  who  attains 
eternal  life  is  exceedingly  rich.” 

“THOSE  "WHO  have  been  found 
faithful  to  the  commandments 
will  attain  eternal  life  . . . live  by 
every  word  that  proceeds  from 
the  mouthof  God,”  Elder  Hunter 
concluded.  , , 


IN  SPEECHES  to  the  U.N. 
Security  Council  Kenya’s  For- 
eign Minister  Joseph  Murumbi , 
and  Foreign  Minister  Antoine 
Guimali  of  the  Central  African 
Republic  rejected  the  explanation 
of  the  western  powers  that  their 
mission  to  rescue  r-ebel-held  host- 
ages in  the  Congo  was  based  on 
humanitarian  motives. , 

Kenya  and  the  Central  African 
Republic  are  among  18  African 
states  seeking  condemnation  by 
the  Council  of  the  Western  pow- 
ers for  the  mission  last  month 
that  rescued  approximately  2,000 
hostages,  including  both  whites 
and  colored  in  the  Stanleyville 
area. 

3IURUMBI  SPOKE  in  the 
council  after  Lord  Caradon,  Bri- 
tish  Minister  of  State,  declared 
that  failure  to  send  the  mission 
would  have  been  “a  shameful 
act.” 

The  British  delegate  took  a 
position  similar  to  that  of  Bel- 
gian Foreign  Minister  Paul-Henri 
Spaak  and  U.S.  Ambassador  Adlai 
E.  Stevenson  in  previous  debate. 

BUT  MURUMBI  declared  that 
to  describe  the  rescue  as  a 
Humanitarian  operation  was 
“one  of  the  most  brazenly  hy- 
pocritical statements  of  modern* 
times  to  cover  premeditated  ag- 
gression.” 

The  African  Foreign  Minister 
asserted  the  decision  to  send  Bel- 
gian paratroopers  in  U.S.  planes 
was  an  insult  to  Kenya  President 
Jomo  Kenyatta  and  an  attempt 
to  humiliate  the  Organization  of 
Africah  Unity  (OAU). 

HE  SAID  that  assurances  of 
cooperation  were  given  repre- 
sentatives of  the  OAU  by  Presi- 
dent Johnson,  but  they  had 
proved  “not  worth  the  paper  they 
were  written  on.” 

“We  do  not  want  the  United 
States  to  be  the  self-assigned 
inter  ■ national  policeman,”  he 
said.  “We  do  not  want  the  United 
States  to  interfere  in  the  internal 
affairs  of  other  states.”

Students  entering  the  teacher 
training  program  must  have  a 
2.25  grade  point  average  and  will 
need  to  pass  a grammar  and  spell- 
ing test,  according  to  the  College 
of  Education. 

THE  NEW  REQUIREMENTS 
will  affect  students  entering  dur- 
ing the  summer  session  and 
thereafter.  Students  wishing  to 
start  the  program  spring  sem- 
ester will  not  be  affected. 

The  grammar  and  spelling  test 
will  be  administered  by  the  BYU 
Testing  Service  during  spring 
semester.  Dates  will  be  an- 
nounced by  the  Teacher  Certi- 
fication Office,  according  to  E. 
Dean  Henderson,  coordinator. 

THOSE  WHO  fail  the  test  must 
take  a skills  improvement  course 
to  qualify  themselves  for  enter- 
ance  into  the  teaching  program. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted 
to  take  Teacher  Education  301, 
the  basic  course,  until  they  have 
filled  these  requirements.

LBJ  Sets  Date 
Of  Message 
To  Country 

WASHINGTON,  ( AP ) -presi- 
dent Johnson  will  deliver  his 
State  of  the  Union  message  to 
Congress  and  the  people  on  the 
night  of  Jan.  4.  It  is  the  second 
time  in  history,  the  White  House 
said,  that  such  a night  address 
has  been  scheduled. 

THE  ADDRESS  WILL  be  to 
a joint  session  of  the  Senate  and 
House  at  9 p.m.,  EST,  Presi- 
dential Press  Secretary  George  E. 
Reedy  said  that  the  late  President 
Franklin  Roosevelt  also  delivered 
a State  of  the  Union  message  at 
9 p.m.  on  Jan.  3,  1936. 

Johnson’s  address  will  be  avail- 
able to  radio  and  television  net- 
works for  nationwide  broadcast. 

THE  DATE  IS  the  day  the  new 
Congress  convenes  and  this 
choice  also  is  a break  with  prece- 
dent. The  White  House  said  that 
so  far  as  it  knows,  a president 
never  has  given  his  report  on  the 
State  of  the  Union  on  the  opening 
day  of  Congress.

1.  IT’S  UJP  TO  YOU.  You 
know  that  driving  conditions  are 
less  favorable  during  the  win- 
ter. It's  up  to  you  to  winterize 
your  car,  to  winterize  your  driv- 
ing techniques  — and  to  winter- 
ize your  determination  to  avoid 
accidents. 

2.  GET  THE  “FEEL”  OF  THE 

ROAD.  In  order  to  avoid  un- 
intentional sliding  or  spinning 
of  your  wheels,  occasionally  try 
your  brake-s  or  gently  press  your 
accelerator  while  driving  slow- 
ly and  as  traffic  and  highway 
conditions  permit.  Then  adjust  [ 
your  speed  to  road  and  weather  i 
conditions.  | 

3.  KEEP  WINDSHIELD  AND  i 
WINDOWS  CLEAR.  Be  sure ! 
that  your  wiped  blades,  your 
heater,  and  your  defroster  are 
operating  properly.  Clean  snow 
and  ice  from  the  windshield  and 
from  all  windows  of  your  car. 
Ventilate  to*  keep  the  inside  of 
your  windows  from  fogging. 

4.  HAVE  GOOD  TIRES  AND 
TIRE  CHAINS.  Have  good  tires, 
preferably  snow  tires,  and  use 
reinforced  tire  chains  for  more 
severe  conditions.  Remember 
worn  tires  or  worn  chains  are 
not  as  effective.  But  — with 
snow  tires,  or  even  the  greater 
help  of  reinforced  tire  chains, 
slower  than  normal  speeds  are 
a must  on  snow  and  ice. 

5.  PUMP  YOUR  BRAKES. 
The  best  technique  for  stopping 
on  snow  or  ice  while  maintain- 
ing full  control  of  your  car  is  a 
fast  up-and-down  pumping  of 
your  brakes.  Jamming  and 
“freezing”  on  your  brakes  is  al- 
most certain  to  lock  your 
w'heeJs.  This  is  likely  to  throw 
your  car  into  an  uncontrollable 
and  dangerous  skid. 

6.  FOLLOW  AT  A SAFE  DIS- 
TANCE. Keep  well  back  of  the 
vehicle  ahead  so  that  you  will 
have  plenty  of  room  to  stop.  It 
takes  three  to  12  times  as  far 
to  stop  on  snow  and  ice  as  it 
does  on  dry  pavement.  You  may 
find  it  hard  to  explain  why  you 
couldn't  stop  when  the  other 
fellow  did. 

Winter  driving  has  three  basic 
factors  which  don’t  exist  in 
usual  driving  weather.  These 
include  reduced  visibility,  in- 
adequate traction  and  tempera- 
ture rhan^ps

FOR  CENTURIES  arguments  about  who 
did  what  the  longest,  shortest,  fastest  or  slowest 
have  been  favorite  pastimes  of  armchair  score- 
keepers.  Whether  you  prefer  to  keep  track  of 
how  many  miles  you  can  get  on  a gallon  of  gas 
or  how  many  hamburgers  a man  can  eat  in  one 
sitting,  here  are  some  toppers  that  will  keep 
you  on  your  toes. 

Englishman  Harry  Yelding's  feet  were  22 
feet  above  the  ground  when  he  set  the  world's 
stilt-walking  record.  And,  in  1900,  Johann  H.us- 
linger  turned  -things  topsy-turvy  by  walking 
from  Paris  to  Vienna  in  55  days — on  his  hands! 

THE  LAND  SPEED  record  was  broken  four 
times  in  one  month  in  1964.  In  October,  Tom 
Green  in  a pet  vehicle  went  413  miles  per  hour, 
a record  that  lasted  only  three  days  to  be 
broken  by  Art  Arfons  who  moved  the  record 
speed  up  to  435.  Then  four  days  later  Craig 
Breedlove  set  a new  record  of  468  and  then 
two  days  after  that  raised  is  himself  to  526.  But 
it  was  not  over  yet.  With  only  five  days  left 
in  the  fastest  month  in  Bonneville  history,  Art 
Arfons  came  back  and  beat  Breedlove’s  record 
by  driving  his  jet  car  at  536  miles  per  hour.
